Price, subsidy 
hikes to ease

The officlal price of cement was 
from 1.119 a ton 


cement shortage. 

Importers will now get a ILS5 
per ton Government subsidy because 
of rising costs abroad, Dr. Moshe 
Mandelbaum, Deputy-Director of the 
Ministry of Commerce and Industry, 
πιὰ yesterday. The subsidy will 
remain in force until the end of 
1973. (In Turkey, a cheap supplier, 
the price of cement rose from 89 8 
ton 18 months ago, to $20 today). 

Nesher—the country’s only cement 
producer — has been supplementing 
its production by imports and 
selling at the controlled price as 
the cement shortage created a 
flourishing black market. The new 
rates would now make imports 
fFroftable and go encourage others 
to import. 

The tax on locally made cement 
has been increased by IL25 a ton, 
— so that Nesher will actually re- 
eeive IL14 a ton less than before, 
1L25 minus the IL11 price increase. 
“This will be their contribution to 
the cost of the imports subsidy,” Mr. 
Mandelbaum sald. 

The price increase was not ex~- 
pected to have any significant effect 
on the selling price of bulldings.

MOSCOW :

MOSCOW (UPI). — Tass denounced 


the raid as a bandit attack designed 
to intimidate the Arab countries and 
prevent a relaxation of tension in 
the Middle East. 

Tass commentator Yuri Kornilov 
also said that the United States, by 
selling planes to Israel, has given 
“direct encouragement to Israel's 
expansionist policy, instigation to 
new acts of aggression against its 
Arab neighbours.” 

Kornllov, in a lengthy comment- 
ary, made no mention of the Arab 
attack in Cyprus.

The number of Israelis holding a 
civilian driver's licence at the end 
of last year was 543,000, the Central 
Bureau of Statistics said ᾿

The 10 per cent increase is the 
same as that between 1970 and 
1971. The ratio of drivers-to-vehicles 
was also unchanged at 16:1. 

There were approximately 13,000

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Packers claim losses,

Thus, 
packers may not change grocers 
more than IL1.0aper kilo for sugar, 
IL1.70 for white long-grain rice, 61 
agora for standard flour and 66 
agora for bleached flour. The con- 
troHed consumers’ prices for these 


Mr. Mandelbaum told the packers 
the Ministry would not change the 
consumer prices, but would instead 
{nvestigate the packers’ marketing 
costa. The packers buy their goods 
from the goverument, and ‘Mr. Mao- 
delbaum said that ¢f marketing 
costs could not be cut, the govern- 


ment might decrease the price it 


charges the packers for these com- — 


modities. 


Yitzhak Guttman, secretary of 
the Jerusalem Commerce Federa- 
tion, told The Jerusalem Post yes- 
terday the Capital's meigi 
grocers were still reporting short- 
ages of packaged rice and sugar.
